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PREFACE. 


z) HERE are probably few private collections now in 
existence in which the history of the English Water- 
colour School is so abundantly illustrated as it is in 
the collection which is catalogued in the following 
pages. 

As will be seen, not a few of the examples here enumerated 
were acquired by the owner on the dispersal, in 1890, of that very 
important collection of water-colour drawings formed by Dr. John 
Percy, F.R.S., and comprising upwards of fifteen hundred drawings, 
by nearly seven hundred artists. These drawings from the Percy 
collection are in many instances accompanied by interesting MS. 


notes in pencil by the late owner. 

The representation of the Masters of the English Water-colour 
School in the Theobald collection reaches far back into the 
eighteenth century, and a large number of names, either well 
known or comparatively unfamiliar and rare are present. Special 
reference may be made, among earlier artists, to masters such as 
Alexander Cozens, Paul Sandby, George Barret, Heneage Finch, 
fourth Earl of Aylesford (to whose artistic production attention 
has again recently been drawn by Mr. A. P. Oppé in an interesting 
paper which appeared in the Print Collectors’ Quarterly, Oct., 
1924), Francis Wheatley, and that rare and interesting master J. 
Skelton (died at Rome in 1758), who is represented by a long 
series of Italian views as well as English subjects. Turning to a 
subsequent stage in the history of the school, we note the presence 
of several attractive Girtins and of anumber of drawingsby J. M. W. 
Turner, illustrating various stages in the career of this central 
figure of the English Water-colour School; while a series of 
drawings by F. L. T. Francia is also sure to attract attention. 
Next, reference may be made to the presence of several fine examples 
of R. P. Bonington, 8S. Prout, and notably Peter de Wint; while 
John Constable, J. 8. Cotman and David Cox are also all seen 
to advantage. Copley Fielding, Clarkson Stanfield, W. Turner, of 
Oxford, W. Hunt and Birket Foster are further well-known names 
which must not be omitted even in a brief survey of this singularly 
rich, comprehensive and instructive collection.
